Downpours cease 


as Queen reopens Cutty Sark Gardens 
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THE rain had been lashing down all 
morning, but as Her Majesty The 
Queen arrived at the Cutty Sark 
Gardens on Wednesday, the showers 
ended and the sun even threatened to 
break through the clouds.

Since February, 300 children had taken 
part in weekly rehearsals and even 
contributed some of the lyrics.

No white lines cause

I REFER to your article in the 
April 17 issue of GT. 

As a regular user of the 
so called cycle paths in 
Greenwich Park your article 
brought a smile to my face. 

I was riding my cycle on the 
designated cycle path only 
from Great Cross Avenue to 
Vanbrugh Park Gate only 
th day before. The markings 
indicating the segregation 
of pedestrians and cyclists 
are so faint and worn away 
that they are impossible to 
see in places. This causes 
confusion between cyclists 
and pedestrians which I am 
sure will result in a serious 
accident when the busy 
summer period gets under 
way. I have emailed the Royal 
Parks department several 
times in the past in regard 
to this matter and at one 
time they stated that the 
re-marking of the white lines 
would be sent out to contract. 


But nothing happened. I have 
also pointed this situation 
out to a police constable in 
the park. But again no action 
was taken. Perhaps you could 
bring some pressure to bear 
on this matter.

• Graham Dear, from the Royal 
Parks manager replies: 

“After careful research 
indicating that there is less 
conflict on narrow paths when 
there is no demarcation, the 
Royal Parks designated this 
path dual use for cyclists and 
pedestrians in 2010. There is a 
clear dual use sign at both ends 
of the path. 


Removing the faint former line 
markings would involve burning 
or chipping which damage the 
path surface. We do not want to 
damage this popular path which 
is used by hundreds of cyclists 
every week. We have therefore 
decided to allow the markings 
to wear off naturally, which they 
will do in time. 

The Royal Parks regularly 
reviews the safety of its paths 
- indeed the dual use decision 
was the result of our 2009 cycle 
traffic review in Greenwich 
Park. No accidents have been 
reported on this path, which we 
will continue to monitor closely 
as we do in each of London’s 
eight Royal Parks.”

OPERATORS of international 
cruise ships met in Royal 
Greenwich to talk about the 
royal borough becoming the 
next major destination for the 
industry. 

Work is due to start this year at a 
new cruise terminal at Greenwich 
Peninsula. Representatives from 
the cruise industry and Europe’s 
biggest ports gathered for an 
international cruise conference in 
Greenwich last week as the Queen 
reopened the refurbished Cutty 
Sark tea clipper. 

The event was organised by the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich in 
partnership with Cruise Europe and 
West Properties. 

The cruise terminal at Greenwich 
Peninsula will see cruise ships 
sail up the River Thames to a new 
purpose-built terminal at Enderby 
Wharf. 

The terminal will be able to 
accommodate the largest cruise 
ships - up to 240 metres long - and 
up to 3,000 passengers embarking or 
disembarking at any one time. 

The site will also include a new 
251-bedroom hotel, 770 new homes 
along with office and leisure 
accommodation. 

The scheme has won major 
investment from real estate funders 
Morgan Stanley and work on the 
new terminal is expected to start by 
the end of the year. 

The scheme gives London its first

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cruise terminal and places Royal 
Greenwich on the map as a global 
cruise destination. It is expected 
to provide a further boost to local 
tourism alongside other flagship 
developments such as The 02 arena 
and the new Emirates Cable Car 
over the Thames. 

James Blakey, planning director 
at West Properties said: “The 
response from the cruise industry to 
the development of a purpose built 
cruise terminal in Royal Greenwich 
within the heart of the capital has 
been tremendous. The location of 
Enderby Wharf close to so many 
world famous and iconic attractions 
in Royal Greenwich and London 
provides the cruise passengers with 
an extensive choice of cultural, 
historical and entertainment 
activities.” 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich, said: 
“The fact that Cruise Europe are 
choosing to host their conference 
and AGM here in Royal Greenwich 
clearly demonstrates the level 
of anticipation around London’s 
first cruise terminal and the 
royal borough as a global cruise 
destination.

Interviews: 21st May 2012 
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PUPILS have been stepping back in 

time to explore the rich heritage of the 
new Royal Borough of Greenwich. 

And they’ve been presenting their 
findings in the form of special projects 
displayed in school buildings for all to 
see. 

It’s all part of the Royal Borough 
Schools Project organised by the royal 
borough to help pupils learn about their 
heritage by bringing local history to life. 

As part of the project youngsters have 
been visiting world-famous buildings 
across the borough and working with 
historians and experts at the Royal 
Museums including the Old Royal Naval 
College. 

At the same time other schools have 
been looking forward to the future and 
celebrating the role of the royal borough 
as an Olympic Host borough with 
Olympic-themed events and activities. 

Whether they’ve looked in to the 
past or the future, all pupils are being 
presented with a specially-minted coin to 
commemorate the borough’s new royal 
status and the fact that Greenwich is 
a host borough for the 30th Olympic 
Games. 

Boxgrove pupils Ooretoluwase 
Agbelese and Dylan Evans summed up 
their project work in a special report 
for GT: “We have been learning all about 
Henry VIII this half term. We found out 


that he has lots of connections 
to Greenwich. We went to 
visit the Queen’s House 
and saw a portrait of 
Henry. We then created 
our own enormous portrait 
of him with every child 
in Year 1 painting one 
bit each. We found out all 
about Henry’s family and 
then made our own family 
trees. Henry liked horse riding 
dancing and eating! Did you 
know for dinner he ate 
roasted swan? In ICT 
we dressed up as 
Henry VIII, took 
photos and then 
edited them on 
the computers.

ceremony on that day.” Sandra Smith 
from St Thomas a Becket explained that 
pupils have been redesigning the royal 
crest and the structure of The 02, as well 
as discussing previous royal figures like 
Henry VIII. 

Pupils have been learning traditional 
Tudor dances, painting self-portraits of 
themselves in regal clothes, redesigning 
and modernising royal palaces like 
Eltham Palace and looking at the school’s 
logo and writing about what it means to 
them. 

Children in Year 6 also had to choose 
one of Henry VIII’s wives and present a 
case for them to stay or go. 

“The children talked about Henry and 
the beheading of his wives and had to 
give ‘plea bargains’ from the perspective 
of the wives and say why they shouldn’t 
be beheaded!” Sandra told GT. 

Cllr Steve Offord visited the Abbey 
Wood school to inspect their work, watch 
a performance and enjoy a ‘royal tea’. 

Year 6 pupil Sam Freun presented his 
debate to Cllr Offord and told him: “We’ve 
been studying King Henry VIII and the 
relationship he had with his wives. 

“I think Katherine Howard should have 
been beheaded, as she had been unfaithful 
to Henry. 

“Of all the activities, I’ve really loved 
learning about the country dancing of the 
Tudor period.”

MORE than 350 people had a chance 
to learn about preventing bowel 
cancer at a health awareness day in 
Woolwich town centre. 

They were able to tour a giant inflatable 
replica of the human colon and learn 
more about preventing the disease 
as part of an all-day event in General 
Gordon Square. 

Shoppers and passers-by walked 
through the 2.4 metre high structure 
to see what the inside of a colon looks 
like and were able to see abnormal 
growths such as inflated mushroom-like 
polyps. They received information about 
the importance of screening and the 
benefits of the early detection of bowel 
problems and information on the signs 
and symptoms. 

And people aged 60-69 who have been 
given bowel cancer screening tests were 
urged to complete their test and return 
them. 

The event was part of local activities for 
Bowel Cancer Screening and Awareness 
Month in Royal Greenwich which saw 
NHS Greenwich working with the Royal 


Borough of Greenwich. Men and women 
aged 60-69 years are sent a screening test 
every two years but many people do not 
return the kits. 

Cerena Barnett, a nurse from the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital said “Over 
the years we have seen an increase 
in the number of people diagnosed 
with bowel cancer in the UK. That 
is why we undertake bowel cancer 
awareness events to raise awareness.” 

Her colleague Anne Sparrow added: “In 
2011 just in the QEH our bowel cancer team 
treated and diagnosed 139 cases of bowel 
cancer and about 10% of people referred 
with signs and symptoms that went to 
their GP were treated by us. We want to 
raise awareness of the disease and the 
symptoms as bowel cancer is treatable. 
We encourage you to see your GPs. If 
you have symptoms do not ignore them.” 

Sylvia Stevens from Eltham, was 
recently diagnosed with bowel cancer 
through the screening programme. 
Sylvia had received a bowel cancer 
screening test kit through the post at 
home in October 2010. She completed the 
test kit and posted her samples in the pre- 


paid envelope that came with it. Within 
a week, Sylvia received a letter notifying 
both herself and her GP of a result that 
required further investigation. She 
was found to have a tumour which 
had been picked up by screening but 
it meant that she was treated early 
and did not need chemotherapy. 

Sylvia said: “There might have been 
a less positive outcome had I not posted 
off the free test. I had no idea there was 
anything wrong as I had no symptoms at 
all! This experience has encouraged all my 
friends who had not returned their kit to 
send it in and I would encourage everyone 
else who is sent one to do the same.”

MoD to base ship in Greenwich 
during the Olympic Games 



HMS Ocean, the Royal 
Navy’s largest ship, 
will be docking in the 
Thames at Greenwich 
on Friday (May 4) to 
take part in a military 
exercise in readiness 
for the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

The ship will be used 
as the operating base for 
its helicopters and their 
crews during the week- 
long exercise, which will 
test the armed forces in 
their role supporting 
the police and Games 
organisers LOCOG during 
the Olympics. 

HMS Ocean will be open to 
visitors during the exercise 
so local residents can visit, 
meet the sailors and Royal 
Marines, learn about the 
ship’s capabilities, and 
answer questions about 
the role of the armed 
forces during the Games. 
There will also be a site 
for air defence systems in 
Oxleas Meadows during 
the Games. 

The ship will return to 
Greenwich for the Games 
on July 13. Greenwich Ship 
Pier is the only berth in 
London large enough to fit 
a ship of its size. It will 
act as a helicopter landing 


platform and logistics hub 
in support of maritime and 
air security operations. 
The ship will also provide 
accommodation for 400 
Royal Marines and sailors 
who will be part of the 
Venue Security Force for 
nearby Greenwich Park, 
where events are being 
held. 

A Royal Navy spokesman 
said: “HMS Ocean will 
be moored on the buoys 
normally utilised for cruise 
ships. Whilst a degree of 
background generator 
type noise should be 
expected this will not be 
at a level greater than for a 
similar sized civilian ship 
and is unlikely to be heard 


much above the usual 
noise levels of the Thames. 
Wherever possible flights 
will be conducted in a 
sympathetic manner 
to residents in both 
Greenwich and Tower 
Hamlets, including 
avoiding prolonged flying 
over residential areas 
unless it is required 
through operational 
necessity.” 

The ship will remain 
moored at Greenwich 
throughout the Games, 
and is due to leave around 
September 16.

schools’ choirs were also joined by the 
Trinity Laban community choir of local 
adult singers, as well as vocal students. 

The space that houses the Cutty 
Sark overlooks the River Thames and 
Docklands and has been landscaped 
with plants, a water feature and spaces 
for performances and events that will 
enhance the area’s excitement for visitors 
and local residents leading up to, during 
and after the 2012 Games. 

The Cutty Sark Gardens refurbishment 
programme was co-funded by the royal 
borough and the Government and took 
just over a year to complete. The area is a 
greener space, and is a fitting setting for 
the world-renowned Cutty Sark. 

The Queen unveiled a plaque to mark 
the reopening of the Gardens. The Duke 
of Edinburgh was presented with the 
Freedom of the Royal Borough by the 
Mayor, Cllr Jim Gillman, acknowledging 
his title of Baron Greenwich and close 
association with the Cutty Sark Trust, the 
Old Royal Naval College, and the National 
Maritime Museum.

They also visited the Old Royal Naval 
College, accompanied by members of the 
Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment and 
the King’s Troop Royal Horse Artillery. 
It was the Troop’s first ceremonial event 
in the royal borough since moving into 
its new home at Woolwich Garrison in 
February. 

The Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh 
later opened the new exhibition at the 
National Maritime Museum - Royal River:

Royal River 
gets a real 
royal launch 


AFTER leaving the Cutty Sark, the 
Queen and Prince Philip went to the 
National Maritime Museum to mark 
its 75th anniversary and to open 
the exhibition, Royal River: Power, 
Pageantry and The Thames. 

The special display showcases the 
historic relationship between Britain’s 
royal families and the world’s most 
famous river. It runs until September 
9, and includes the oldest known copy 
of Handel’s Water Music, Queen Anne 
Boleyn’s personal music book, and stern 
carvings from the Royal Yacht Victoria 
and Albert III. 

The exhibition comprises nearly 400 
objects, including 50 loaned by Her 
Majesty from the Royal Collection 
and more than 250 items on loan 
from museums, galleries and private 
collections across Europe and America. 
Many have never been on public display 
before. 

Dick Townsend Smith caught up with 
guest curator of the exhibition, David 
Starkey. 

He told GT: “This exhibition, which 
brings to life the extraordinary and varied 
history of the Thames as Britain’s royal 
river and London’s ‘grandest street’, is a 
feast for the eyes and all the senses. It 
evokes the sights, sounds and even the 
smells of half a millennium of royal river 
pageantry and popular celebration. 

’’But, most importantly and originally, 
Royal River also shows how the grandest 
royal river pageants have always 
been used to celebrate the coronation 
and inauguration of Tudor and Stuart 
Queens. What more appropriate way of 
celebrating the Diamond Jubilee of The 
Queen, who will herself, at the climax 
of the celebrations, lead another grand 
royal river pageant?" 

The maritime museum was opened by 
King George VI in 1937. The museum’s 
launch was one of the new king’s first 
official public engagements.

WATCH any recording of the great jazz 
musicians and it is clear that they were 
born to perform. Louis Armstrong and his 
trumpet, Duke Ellington and his piano, 
Benny Goodman and his marvellous 
clarinet. You can see them get lost on the 
stage: lost in the music, lost in the moment, 
lost in the rhythm of the beat. 

Artist and instrument cease to be separate 
and somehow merge into one. So comparing 
Trinity Jazz with some of the all-time 
greats may be seen as a trifle unfair.

entertain and don’t simply play notes. 

A nearly full Blackheath Halls saw the 
Trinity Band play jazz tunes from the 
1930s right up to the 1950s, with some 
old favourites in between. Capably led by 
Malcolm Earle-Smith, the evening opened 
with one of the great standards - Benny 
Goodman’s version of The King Porter Stomp 
by the wonderfully named, Jelly Roll Morton. 

It was a hesitant start, anxious and tight, the 
band nervously focussing on the notes. But 
after a while they began to unwind, drummer 
Corrie Dick the first to settle down. Benny 
Carter’s Lonesome Nights was much more 
relaxed and smiles soon began to appear. 
Part one of the show closed with Sir Charles 
Thompson’s Robbins’ Nest, Rachel Bennett’s 
velvet vocals delightfully languid and pure 

Part two was much slicker, more fun, more 
at ease, Jack Strachey’s, These Foolish 
Things (Remind me of you), was the pick of 
the bunch. 

But one or two notwithstanding - in 
particular (award-winning trumpeter) Laura 
Jurd - the band simply played, reluctant to 
make songs their own. Though technical 
competence shone bright from the stage - 
from piano (Sam James and Dan Marx) and 
clarinet (Alex Chadwick) to trombone (Chris 
Valentine and Rosie Turk) and sax (Frank 
Sinclair and Leo Richardson) - their faces 
were anxious, their expressions too severe, 
over-focussing on simply hitting the notes. 
Earle-Smith has done wonders, his style 
relaxed and hands-off, the next step is to 
make them enjoy it. 

The Duke closed the evening with, It Don’t 
Mean a Thing (If it ain’t got that swing) 
Bennett’s vocals mirroring that of the band; 
diffident, too cautious not carefree enough, 
but wonderful potential nonetheless. 7/10

l N I ^over-used, but Jimmy 
◄ Cliff is a bone fide 
example of this illusive 
breed. 

With a reggae back catalogue 
that spans more than 50 years, he’s 
best-known for You Can Get It If You 
Really Want, and The Harder They 
Come. 

He brought reggae to the masses 
with film of the same name in 1972, 
and now he’s made his most radical 
move of the past three decades, 
teaming up with a punk rocker for his 
forthcoming album. 

Tim Armstrong of American outfit 
Rancid is producing Cliff’s new 
record, Rebirth, which is out later 
this summer. It might seem an odd 
marriage, but punk and reggae have 
had a close relationship over the years, 
right from the dawn of the urgent 
guitars of the late 1970s. 

Its simple form and anything-goes 
manifesto made punk one of the most 
accommodating genres. The Clash in 
particular utilised its cover-all axis 
to bring their brand of reggae to a 
new audience. The band’s frontman 
Joe Strummer was friends with Cliff, 
and before his death in 2002, (while 
recording Over the Border with the 
Jamaican), it was he who provided 
the link between the reggae star and 
Armstrong. 

Jimmy said: “I was talking with Joe, 
talking about music and people, and 
Tim’s name came up. I had never had 
the opportunity to hear his music, but 
it was a great thing how we hit it off in 
the studio.”

PARALLELS between the stage and the 
football pitch, particularly as far as young 
performers/players are concerned, are 
obvious to a creaky old coach like me. 

Terminology in soccer circles tells it all 
and no doubt the theatre has a phrase to 
match with the ultimate accolade for a 
young footballer - “He’s a bit special.” 

The trick in football is in the telling, 
the words accompanied by a sideways 
glace that wouldn’t go amiss in George 
Smiley’s or even Jeeves’s locker. Hinted at: 
“We’re talking England level, maybe even 
Barcelona". 

So one of the joys of attending Corelli 
College (formerly Kidbrooke School) 
productions is keeping the eyes and senses 
alert for that extra special talent. 

Ben Hales’ There’s A Leak was a typically 
upbeat and audacious effort by the 
Kidbrooke Theatre Company based at the 
college (London’s very first Co-operative 
Academy), directed by inhouse head of 
drama Lucy Cuthbertson and produced 
and choreographed by Corelli’s Shermaine 
Slocombe. 

A theatre audience is always on 
tenterhooks, fearing that lines will be 
forgotten en masse. I, for example, would 
be like Spongebob at his driving school if 
they ever let me stumble the boards. But, 
having seen Kidbrooke’s (Corelli’s) stunning 
Lysistrata a year ago, I had none of the usual 
eebie-jeebies. 

And straight away there was a character 
to calm any residual nerves as Igor the Cat 
padded calmly and confidently on stage. 
With a voice that could take on Michael 
Gambon’s in selling the virtues of a high 
street bank - not the easiest task these 
days - Year 12’s Billy Beswick stole the 
show as Igor. 

I don’t know who said never work with kids 
and cats, but Billy (who starred as Lysistrata 
too) proved the point, his movements when 
not making cutting feline points about the 
leak that threatened to suck up all human 
life, as good as any of the words. 

None of the rest of the buzzing cast was 
put off by the Messi in their midst but who 
knows, as with football, they could improve 
past him in the years to come. That’s the 
name of the game. 

Edie Friar, from Year 8, was in her first 
play for Corelli as Igor’s soulmate/owner 
Elsa and must have been on Cloud Nine 
after her performance. 

Charlie Russell (Year 13) and Eleanor 
Campbell (Year 11) were worryingly 
excellent as the council workers in love and 
Elisa Cummings-Cove (Year 12) likewise as 
the politician whose face was changed by 
a team of advisers to fit different bouts of 
insincerity. 

The college clearly gets enormous 
inspiration from working with the Splendid 
Productions company, who filled the second 
half of the evening with Medea, written by 
Euripides in 431 BCE (Before the Common 
Era, apparently). 

The actors - Kerry Frampton, Jimmy 
Whiteaker and Katie Fry - were ten times 
better than splendid but personally I felt 
a bit beaten senseless by their brilliance 
and also had serious doubts about a horror 
story, Greek or not, involving murdered 
children and “striking when your heart is 
black". 

It’s me. A big softy. I admit it.

How the lettings policy work 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
